ORE than 200 cities in Great 
Britain own ami operate wa­ 
terworks. There are 100 mu ­ 
nicipally owned gas plants 
and more than that nu mber o f pu blic 
electric lighting plants. 
Every large 
city owns or operates its street rail­ 
ways, the total being considerably in 
excess of the hu ndred mark. Two hu n­ 
dred and fifty cities own their markets, 
150 cities maintain baths and wash­ 
hou ses, and an equ al nu mber own bu ri­ 
al grou nds. 
Forty-three cities own 
piers, docks and qu ays. 
There is in­ 
vested in all of these produ ctive enter 
prises a su m of money in excess of 
« 750,000,000. 
Plans already adopted 
will increase this figu re beyond the bil­ 
lion mark. These rou gh statistics give 
bu t an inadequ ate idea of the scope 
and extent of the movement. 
All of 
this has been accomplished in less than 
thirty years and most of it in the last 
decade. 
In addition to having taken measu res 
assu ring the acqu isition of all pu blic 
u tilities, London is the greatest landlord 
in the world. 
It has already erected 
tenements, lodgings and cottages which 
shelter 25,000 persons, who regu larly 
pay rent into the common treasu ry. 
This is only the beginning. Plans have 
been adopted, fu nds raised and work 
is in progress on bu ildings which will 
provide for 75,000 more of the home 
seeking class of the metropolis. These 
investments represent an expenditu re 
in excess of « 25,000,000. 
* 
There are only thirty-eight cities in 
the United States with a popu lation 
larger than that which will dwell in 
the hou ses owned by the city of Lon­ 
don and u nder the control of its cou nty 
cou ncil. 
Its tenants will nu mber more 
than reside in su ch popu lou s and pro­ 
gressive cities as Albany, Lowell, Po rt­ 
land, Atlanta, Richmond, Nashville, 
Hartford, Wilmington, Des Moines and 
New Bedford. 
"The great hou sing a c t” as it is call­ 
ed. was passed by parliament in 18 00, 
a year after the formation of the Lon­ 
don cou nty cou ncil. 
No su ch radical 
piece of legislation was ever seriou sly 
considered by a lawmaking body in the 
United States. It had its origin in the 
fact that the landlord class was deaf 
to pu blic opinion. 
There were more 
than a million people denied the oppor­ 
tu nity of renting decent places of 
1 abode. 
I 
In this emergency parliament took 
drastic action. 
It clothed the London 
cou nty cou ncil and similar bodies in 
the larger cities with powers they have 
not hesitated to u se. The hou sing bill 
provides 
three 
methods 
of 
attack 
P art 1 places u pon the London cou u 
ty cou ncil the du ty of preparing and 
carrying into effect (after sanction by 
the secretary of state and parliament) 
schemes for the improvement of insan 
itary areas which are of su ch a size as 
to be of general importance to the 
whole cou nty. 
In any su ch scheme it 
is essential th at new dwellings shall be 
provided on the area dealt with for at 
least half the persons displaced. 
Part 2 enables the borou gh cou n­ 
cils to take proceedings before a magis­ 
trate for the closing and demolition of 
single hou ses which are u nfit for hu ­ 
man habitation. 
It also enables the 
borou gh cou ncils and the cou nty cou n­ 
cil, either in conju nction or otherwise, 
to u ndertake schemes which are too 
small to be of importance to the whole 
cou nty. The borou gh cu u ncils also have 
power to pu rchase and destroy bu ild­ 
ings which prevent the proper ventila­ 
tion of adjacent bu ildings. 
P art 3 is even more sweeping and 
revolu tionary in its character. 
It en­ 
ables the cou nty cou ncil to pu rchase by 
agreement or with the consent of the 
secretary of state and parliament, by 
compu lsion, hou ses for “the accommo­ 
dation of persons of the working class 
or land 
for the erection of 
su ch 
hou ses.” 
In passing it may be well to 
note that there is no instance on rec­ 
ord where the secretary of state and 
parliament have withheld their con­ 
sent. The confederated cities of Great 
Britain control parliament 
An even more extraordinary power 
was granted by parliament three years 
ago. 
In order that eu u nty cou ncils 
shou ld have u nlimited scope in solving 
the hou sing problem it was enacted 
that they shou ld have the right to 
"pu rchase or acqu ire land ou tside the 
areas of their Ju risdiction** for the pu r­ 
pose of erecting dwellings fo r the work­ 
ing classes. 
This step was u rged and 
adopted for the reason that specu lators 
were acqu iring and holding large tracts 
in the su bu rban districts best fitted for 
an extension* of mu nicipal hou sing 
schemes. 
The bill provided for com­ 
pu lsory sales, the price to be fixed by 
competent and disinterested appraise­ 
m ent in the event that the negotiating 
parties failed to reach an agreem ent 
Still the agitators for better hou sing 
were not satisfied. 
They complained 
that the original bill was* defective by 
reason of the fact that the London 
cou nty cou ncil was debarred from de­ 
molishing Insanitary areas consisting 


in good condition "w'Ou Td be su rrou nded 
by a nu mber of objectionable ones. A 
year ago parliam ent constitu ted stru c­ 
tu res hou sing "thirty persons as an 
area of distu rbance” instead of twenty 
hou ses. This amendment is re-enforced 
by power to widen old streets or to cu t 
new ones, with the right to pu rchase 
all abu tting property and rebu ild there- 
on. 
Inasmu ch as there is absolu tely no 
limit to the borrowing power of the 
London cou nty cou ncil for the pu rpose 
of execu ting reprodu ctive enterprises, 
it is difficu lt to fix the possible bou nds 
of its operations. It has not the slight­ 
est difficu lty in floating enormou s bond 
issu es and is au thorized to make them 
red(vemable at the end of eighty year 
periods. 
A recent issu e of $10,000,000 
of 3 per cent bonds sold for $0,900.000, 
The taxpayers are not distu rbed, since 
there is no charge against the rates, 
The bu ildings thu s far erected show 
handsome profit. 
A few of the great 
private landlords are disposed to fear 
the threatened competition and to re­ 
sent the rigid su pervision exereised by 
the hou sing committee, bu t despite 
their vast wealth and high standing 
they do not seem to have an influ ence 
mu ch disproportionate to their nu m 
bers. 
London is composed of the squ are 
mile called “the city” and twenty-eight 
su rrou nding borou ghs. Each of these 
has a mayor and a board of cou ncilors 
and aldermen, and all are empowered 
u nder the hou sing act to engage 
su ch enterprises, su bject to the general 
su pervision of the London cou nty cou n 
cfl. 
Althou gh It is only three years 
since the borou ghs have had this right 
an enormou s amou nt of work has been 
accomplished. 
Battersea has erected 
dwellings for 1,500 of its popu lation 
At-an expense of « 250,000 Bermondsey 
has erected fou r blocks of model dwell 
ings for 9 8 0 persons. 
Camberwell lias 
provided accommodations for 1,242 per 
sons at an expense o f abou t « 500,000. 
The most extensive of the borou gh 
schemes is that u ndertaken by Shore­ 
ditch, which is pu shing work on three 
large estates which its cou ncil has pu r 
chased or condemned. For this work 
there has been appropriated more than 
$1,500,000. Hou ses and cottages are be­ 
ing erected for fu lly 0,000 persons. The 
borou gh su pplies electric light to its 
tenants. The rate for a two room flat 
is 10 cents a week and for three rooms 
20 cents a week, with larger apart­ 
ments in proportion. The bu ildings al­ 
ready completed hou se 2,000 persons, 
who pay from $1.50 to $3 a week for 
these fiats. The borou gh derives a prof 
it both from its rents and its electrical 
service. 
The borou ghs combined have expend­ 
ed or appropriated nearly $4.000,000 
and are or will accommodate more 
than 13,000 of their inhabitants. The 
map of greater London is honeycombed 
with these mu nicipal dwellings, and 
from all indications the work has 
scarcely begu n. 
Bu t the activity of the borou ghs is 
insignificant compared with that of the 
ail powerfu l and aggressive London 
cou nty cou ncil. 
By far the largest 
hou sing scheme ever u ndertaken by a 
private or pu blic corporation is that 
which is in progress in Tottenham, a 
su bu rb six miles from the heart of 
London. 
There the London cou nty 
cou ncil is creating a new town which 
will have a popu lation of 40,000. After 
prolonged negotiations the cou ncil pu r­ 
chased from private holders a tract of 
225 acres at a price of $2,000 an acre. 
Throu gh it ru ns the river Moselle, and 
in every respect the location is a de­ 
lightfu l one. In the center there is re­ 
served a space for stores and pu blic 
bu ildings, inclu ding a fine library do­ 
nated 
by 
Mr. 
Passmore 
Edwards. 
From this center streets ami bou le­ 
vards will radiate in all directions. 
It 
will be a city of cottages, each with Its 
garden and Its share of the spaciou s 
cou rts, parks and open sections called 
circu ses. 
The estate ts divided into two tracts. 
The one nearer the city consists of 179 
acres and has a frontage of a little 
more than half a mile. Work is rapid­ 
ly progressing on this section There 
will be 4,750 isolated cottage** for an 
estim ated popu lation of 33,000, and 
2M>0 more will- be provided for in ten* 
ments over the « tores. Fo r this hu ge 
u ndertaking there has been set aside 
the su m of « 7,600,000. It ie planned to 
complete- this work in 1907.
